TIHE NEWEDOYVSE,

| “‘At the present moment the proportion of
the circulation of & penny daily paper which
i in the havdg of the boys i large. Bome of
thém commence with Lalf-a-dozsn coples, find
out & good standivg placs, and soon incresse
their business, [ bhave kuown some Lo get a
‘good-will' at a particular corner, whioh in a
year's lime they have sold for twenty ponnds,
These boys fetoh the papers from the varlous
offices themselves. In the basiest parts of the
metropolis members of the ‘Nuws lirigade,’ as
they are termed, are dally at work, These
yonngsters wear red jackets and carry & brass
badge on their oaps,  They are provided with
the veedinl capital by a body of bunevolsnt
genllemen, who have opensd premises at
which they can board and sleep at the charge
of one elilling a week. The custom is to
allow the boys threepenca on the first four
dozeén sold, and one peony on every dozen
afterwards. They get in addition the other
advantages | bave named, and some good
schoolivg besides. When the thirst for news
Is exhausted, they often take to gelling cigar
lights.

ﬂ"In the suburba boys who have become a
little known establishh & house-to-honss con-
nection and leave the higher priced papers at
the doors trom day to day; but the great bulk
of their dealings is with the penny press. The
profit allowed them s thi=:—for every dozen
selling at a penny each they pay eightpenoce.
They are not allowed to retnrn aoy, so that
when the stook I3 slow in getting off the boys
get frantic and almost forece the passars-bhy to
purchage. They hang on the door steps of the
omnpibnges and shout the names of the papers,
together with the latest bit of sensationsl in-
telligence. ‘Evaning Star?  ‘SBecond edition
of the Erpress! Frighttul colliery estplosion !
Bursting of a balloon in the air!” In soma
cases—not many [ am glad to say—the papers
are oried in this way by women. The expe-
rience is a bad one for them. I have sesn
women take to it to keep 1heir children, and
bhave noticed & deterioration going on from
week to week, until they become as slangy
and coarre as the boys,

“Each of the lads taking a certain nnmber
of coples has the right to a handbill setting
forth the leading countents. This he either
carries in his bhand, or lays in the gutter, or
hapgs from a recess of the window. But too
frequently the stand is at a public hounse, and
the boy in that cage is allowed to use any
reciss that may be thers, What an ungov-
eroable race! The office of a penny paper
between the hours of tive aud
the morning, and three and four o'clock in
the afternoon, is a pandemoninm. It is im-
poesible, they tell me, to keop anything liks
order among them., And yet they are as
ghrewd as any beiogs that live. [ went latsly
through an office tull of them. There had
been a hitch with the machine, and they were
passing the time in sporting, junmping ovaer
eaoch other's backs aud other similar horse-
play.

1oan hardly describe
to you the position this gigantic firm oconpy

They depicted some
‘thrilling’ scenes in & cirons, and the light of
the imagination and the proportions of the
fignres, far exceeded the achievewents of the
Epglish printers, The pewspapers now ex-
pend large genma in this crusade, the Times
being the only one which despises it.
THE OIRCULATION OF TIE LONDON PRESS,

“The Times is believed to still circulate abont
sixty thousaud copiss daily, selling them to
the trade at twopsoue-halfpenny each, The
Daily Telegraph announces in blue letters, five
leet long, on the walls, that it has ‘the largest
circunlation in the world.” The actual sals is
from one hupdred and twenty thousand to one
hundred and forty thonsand daily. The Stand-
ard, which advertises each week above its
leading article, its average daily oirculation
durivg the previona wesk, shows a total
of about one hundred and twenty thousand,
but this includes the Lvening Standard and
the Morning Herald, avd of thess totals a
vast number are returned on their hands. The
numbers given are the numbers printed,
which is & very different thing from the nom-
bers sold. The Daily Nows, which started at
a peony on Monday last, and which has not
got all its machivery in perfect gear, has sold
about 50,000 each day, and its proprietors are
sapguine that it wifll be at the head beflore
mavy months have pasged. The Morning and
Bvening Star sell together about 25,000 daily,
The Morming Post (high priced) scarcely
reaches 4000 a day; the Morning Advertiser,
6000; the Express, evening paper (the property
of the Liaily News), is about 15,000; the Pall
